S.O. 1899.— The following draft of a notification which tka Cantral Gevarn- 
ment, after considering the recommendations of the Export Inspection Council 
in this behalf, proposes to issue under section 0 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Act, 1983 (22 of 1963), is hereby published for general informa¬ 
tion as required by sub-rule (6) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Buies, 1964. Notice Is hereby given that the said draft will be taken 
into consideration on or after the 15th July, 1965, and that any objection or 
suggestion with respect to the same received before the aforesaid date will be 
considered by the Central Government. 

Draft Notification 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality Con¬ 
trol and Inspection) Act, 1903 (22 of 1963), the Centra) Government after con¬ 
sulting the Export Inspection Council, being of opinion that it Is necessary and 
expedient so to do for the development of the export trade of India hereby— 

(1) notifies that coir products shall be subject to quality control and 

inspection prior to export; 

(2) specifies the inspection in accordance with the Export of Coir Pro¬ 

ducts (Inspection) Rules, 1005, as the type of inspection which will 

be applied to coir products prior to their export; 

(3) recognises the Indian Standards IS; 1858-1964 and IS: 1693-1964 for 

coir door mats and IS: 2331-1963 for coir mattings, mourzouks 
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and carpets, issued by the Indian Standards Institution as the stan¬ 
dard specifications for coir door mats or, as the case may be, coir 
matting, mourzouka and carpets; 

04 ) prohibits the export in the course of international trade of coir pro¬ 
ducts unless the same is accompanied by a certificate issued by the 
Chairman, Coir Board, or an olllcer of mat Board authorised by the 
Chairman in this behalf to the effect tnat the coir products conform 
to the specifications recognised unaer sub-paragraph (3), 

2. Nothing in this notification shall apply to the export by sea, land or air of 
samples of door mats, or mattings, moiuzouks, and caipcts to prospective buyers, 

3. In this notification "Coir Products" shall mean— 

(i) Door Mats of the following four types as described in the Indian 

Standard specified against each, namely.— 

(a) Creel IS: 1858-1904 

(b) Bit IS: 1858-1964 

(c) Fibre IS: 1858-1964 

(d) Rod IS: 1693-1964 

(ii) Mattings, Mourzouks and Carpets as described In the Indian Standard 

IS: 2331-1963, 

4. Thi 3 notification shall come into force on the 1st August, 1965.
